Continue Push 


No More Organized 
Resistance Likely 


SEOUL, Korea, Oct. 23 (fP) 
Korean 
republican 
troops 
today 
plunged onward toward the Man­ 
churian border, a scant 50 milat 
away, and a U. S. Eighth Army 
spokesman said he expected no more 
fighting against organized Red *e- 
sistance in the Korean war.

(ROK) forces slogged northward, 
Communists by the thousands pour­ 
ed out of the hills to lay down their 
arms. The total bag of prisoners 
passed the 120,000 m ark—the equi­ 
valent of 12 Red divisions. In the 
past 24 hours 26.000 had surrend­ 
ered. 
Fleeing fragments of the once- 
potent North Korean army which 
invaded South Korea four months 
ago were funneling into the Kanggye 
pocket, a triangular area against 
the M anchurian border.

The ROK Sixth Division, closest

Ahead With Television 


T here ought now to be no fu rth er governm ental 
obstacle to th e extension of television to the rest of 
the nation. T he licensing of new stations has been 
held up pending th e end of th e long w rangle over 
color television; that now has been ended as far as 
the Federal Com m unications Commission is concerned. 
It can now tu rn its atten tio n back to the m a tter of 
new station licenses. 
A ction m ay no t be im m ediate, however. The FCC 
choice of "a color system upsets, am ong other things, 
the present plan of channel allocations. There m ight 
be nothing to prevent th e im m ediate issuance of such 
licenses as m ay be accom odated in th e present band, 
since it probably will be reserved for black-and-w hite 
service. B ut it m ay be too m uch to expect th a t such 
a procedure will be followed while the FCC w restles 
with channel allocations in th e higher band in w hich 
expansion is to take place. 
Receiver m anufacturers estim ate th a t television 
broadcasts now are available to about sixty per cent 
of th e population. The distribution is in a crazy-quilt 
p attern w ith no rhym e or reason because the issuance 
of licenses was simply frozen w here it happened to be 
a t the m om ent two years ago w hen th e FCC decided 
to consider additional channel allocations. If present 
available channels were p u t to full use television on 
present standards could be m ade available every­ 
where. Developm ent of cables and radio relay system s 
Is taking chain program s to a rapidly spreading area. 
T he im pact which television has had on sixty per cent 
of th e population m ay soon be felt by th e rest. 
As to color, the present situation does no t justify 
a prediction of speedy developm ent. The industry is 
fa r from persuaded th a t th e color system approved 
by the FCC is the one which will prevail. A substantial 
audience for color broadcasts seems far in th e future, 
and until th ere is an audience com m ercial develop­ 
m en t also will lack radio’s next m ost vital p articip an t 
—the sponsor. 


Little Man Will Pay 
' One of th e toughest problem s th e adm inistration 
faces is to discover th e source of $10,000,000,000 in 
new taxes to finance th e defense program . Congress 
w restled w ith th e problem u p to th e m inute of 
ad journm ent w ithout finding th e solution. 
M any of th e governm ent planners are looking in 
th e direction of excess profits levies, in an effort to 
give th e im pression to m illions of voters th a t profits 
taxes are paid by the so-called rich and do n o t come 
o u t'o f th e pockets of th e “people.” 
All realistic facts in business disprove th a t claim . 
W hen a corporation m akes its plans and arranges its 
cost sheets and o th er details of operation necessary 
to survival, it lists taxes as one of th e principal Item s. 
Taxes are not paid out of some m ythical surplus funds, 
bu t are lum ped w ith other item s of cost and added 
to the selling price of th e com m odity, to be paid 
ultim ately by the consum er. These taxes are no less 
real because they m ay be invisible to m any eyes. 
W hatever new levies are m ade will affect the 
little m an regardless of th e form they m ay take. Be­ 
cause revenue can be obtained quickly and directly 
from people of sm all m eans, through deductions from 
incomes, the bulk will continue to com e from th a t 
6ource. 
A m ore realistic m ethod of financing the p re­ 
paredness program would be to elim inate needless 
w aste, w hich continues to suck billions of dollars 
down a political rathole. 


Sh! You'll Wake The Baby 
~ OISE is nerve wracking and 
is a terrible price to pay for 
our present civilization. But 
the situation is not hopeless 
and if all of us were willing to co­ 
operate by creating less din, our 
communities wrould be far more 
pleasant to live in. Improvements 
along this line require attention to 
details at home, at work, and on 
the road. 
The individual is responsible for 
much of the everyday racket. This 
cannot be appreciated unless we a t­ 
tempt to analyze the source of the 
hubbub. Mrs. Brown, for example, 
contributes because she talks loud 
enough to be heard in four coun­ 
ties. Her family plays the radio, 
phonograf, or 
television 
at full 
blast as if they had to supply music 
for the entire neighborhood. Roger 
is a nice kid but we all wish he 
would get the muffler on his hotrod 
repaired and stop racing his motor 
to impress others with its power. 


And there is the fellow whose 
motor needs tuning so that the 
engine won’t backfire. We can hear 
him a mile away when he halts at 
the stop sign on Main Street. He 
should get his brakes repaired since 
squealing is for pigs and not mach­ 
ines. Needless horn blowing is an­ 
other pet peeve. The boy who gives 
a toot or two when he leaves his 
friends is only half as annoying as 
the jerk who leans on his horn to 
signal his arrival because he Is too 
lazy to get out and ring the door­ 
bell. These drivers also prefer the 
horn to their brakes and, instead of 
slowing down or stopping, honk for 
everyone to get out of their way. 
Blaring radios from parked cars at 
night also prove disturbing, as well 
as the chatter and harmonizing of 
convivial late homecomers. Individ­ 
ually the man, woman, or child may 
not be making much noise but when 
the sounds are multiplied the total 
assumes alarming proportions. 
Factories, business offices, and 
transportation facilities also con­ 
tribute to the din. But this too can 
be reduced provided each group de­ 
cides to do something about it. 
Sound absorbent building material 
is probably the most effective weap­ 
on we have. Soundproofing the walls 
and ceilings will trap sound waves 
instead of permitting them to be 
reflected. Covering the floors with 
cork or a similar substance also of 
value.

W orkers are needed on the farm s and in the 
factories, yet there is no response from m en to £>e 
found in every com m unity who seem to have no 
visible m eans of support, and who spend th eir tim e 
in idleness. 
Frequently the com m ent is heard: 
“P u t ’em in 
th e Army.” B ut loafers are no m ore useful in th e Army 
th a n in civilian jobs. The loafer is a total loss in any 
field of endeavor. He has no training in any skill, he 
accepts no responsibility for his personal wrelfare and 
is sim ply an encum brance on the fringe of society, 
existing upon th e labor of others. 
M any find security under th e liberal provisions 
of social welfare. U nem ploym ent rolls probably con­ 
ta in th e nam es of m any who exploit th a t setup for 
unjustified handouts. These rem ain the hum an debris 
in th e cu rren t of life, of no use to them selves or to 
th e com m unities burdened w ith them .

It Is not difficult to realize th a t It was h ard for 
’-nnie Mack to decide to retire as m anager of th e 
•'H adelphia A thletics. He organized th is big league 
-''ball team 50 years ago and has been running it 
since. W ith it he won nine pennants and five 
.v^r’d cham pionships. 
In its ranks and under his direction have been 
some of th e greatest players of all tim e. B ut it is 
better for him and the team th a t th e separation should 
come now. T here is a trem endous rebuilding job to 
be done in P hiladelphia and, in the exacting and 
highly com petitive sport of baseball, this is no task 
for an old man. 
Mr. M ack always has been a credit to baseball. 
To him the followers of the sport everywhere owe a 
debt of gratitude. 


Isolating machinery by the use of 
resilient or felt pads helps to elim­

PORTLAND, Ore. — Sometimes 
politics looks a little clearer when 
you get off and take a long-range 
view of it. 
At any rate, I have been taking 
a bird’s-eye view of all the rumpus 
kicked up in New’ York over the 
question of howr Governor Dewey 
inveigled, enticed or “bribed” Lt. 
Gov. Joe Hanley out of the gover­ 
norship race. 
And it seems to me 
that my colleagues of the press back 
East are missing a big part of the 
story. 
The story really began about the 
last w’eek in August when Winthrop 
Aldrich of the Chase National Bank 
telephone his brother-in-law’, John 
D. Rockefeller Jr., at Bar Harbor, 
Maine, asking his help in getting 
Lt. Gov. Hanley out of the race for 
governor. 
This was before Dewey 
got into the picture. 
And the moral to the whole story 
is that W’hen you get the big-money 
boys into politics something always 
smells. 
The story is all in the back files 
of the Washington Merry-Go-Round 
and since the politicos are still gasp­ 
ing for breath over it maybe the 
details are worth retelling now. 
The story began last August 31 
as follows: “Powerfull efforts were 
made over the weekend to persuade 
Lt. Gov. Joe Hanley to withdraw 
from the race for governor in favor 
of Tom Dew’ey. 
“Winthrop Aldrich, head of the 
Chase bank, conferred in Bar Har­ 
bor with his brother-in-law’, John 
D. Rockefeller, and together they 
telephoned Roy Howard, head of 
the Scripps-Howard newspapers and 
a powerful Dewey backer. 
They 
also phoned Frank Gannett, head 
of the Ganett newspaper chain and 
asked him to come to New York 
immediately. 
Gannett was reach­ 
ed on his yacht on Lake Ontario 
and flew to New York in his private 
plane for lunch with Aldrich. With 
him went Carl Hallennauer of the 
Bausch and Lomb Optical Company. 
Meanwhile, Roy Howard promised 
to write an editorial in the New 
York World-Telegram urging that 
Governor Dewey be drafted for a 
third term.” 
In other words the Wall Street 
boys, not Tom Dewey, made the first 
move to entice Hanley out of the 
running. 
Publisher Gannett in­ 
cidentally 
would 
not 
go 
along. 
Though he lunched with Aldrich 
at the Chase bank, he refused to 
plump for Dewey. 
Next chapter in this political story 
was told in the Merry-Go-Round 
on September 8 as follows: 
“Deweyite pressure on Lt. Gov. 
Joe Hanley to withdraw from the 
New York gubernatorial race was 
so intense Friday night that for a 
time Hanley lost the use of his one 
good eye.” 
In his now 
famous letter to 
Kingsland 
Macy 
telling 
of 
the 
financial 
guarantees 
made 
him, 
Hanley also tells how he is fearful 
of going blind. 
.“Seventy-four years old. Hanley 
has one glass eye while the other eye 
is not strong,” the Merry-Go-Round 
continued. 
“Therefore, when sub­ 
jected to terrific pressure to with 
draw in favor of Dewey he lost his 
sight completely. 
On the Saturday 
and Sunday following the visit with 
Dewey’s friends, Hanley was not 
able to recognize anyone except by 
voice. 
“On Monday sufficient rest had 
restored his vision. 
During the 
conference with Dewey and friends 
neither Frank Gannett nor Norman 
Gould of the Gould Pump Co. were 
unable to reach him. 
It was they 
who helped raise the kitty to pay 
up Hanley’s $30,000 debts but even 


they could not get to their man 
during the crucial conference which 
‘drafted’ Dewey. 
Most interesting 
fact was that Dewey was anything 
but drafted.” 
Third chapter was the actual 
terms of the pay-off to Hanley to 
run for the U. S. Senate instead of 
governor. . This was published in 
the Washington Merry-Go-Round 
September 13, namely, that Hanley, 
if defeated for the Senate, would 
be appointed to the New York Thru­ 
way Commission at $15,000 and also 
be made vice president of an oil 
company at $15,000 annually. 
“Friends in the Dewey camp have 
also promised to repay the $30,000 
which Kingsland Macy, Frank Gan­ 
nett and Norman Gould put up to 
pay off Hanley's debts” quoted 
W.M.G.R. on September 13. 
However, the full story of Hanley 
and Dewey goes back evfcn further, 
to when Governor Dewey conducted 
a grand jury investigation of Lt. 
Gov. 
Hanley 
and other Albany 
legislators—then suddenly called off 
the grand jury. 
Since then Dewey 
and Hanley have been friends only 
on the surface. 
Since then also 
Hanley has been struggling to pay 
off his indebtedness. 
The facts 
were never published in the New 
York newspapers but here is the 
account carried in the Merry-Go- 
Round six years ago—Oct. 31, 1944. 
“An Albany grand jury was sched­ 
uled to probe a charge that Lieu- 
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Taft At The Hustings 
VERSAILLES, OHIO 
HE energy and endurance dis­ 
played by the sixty-two-year 
old Senator Robert A. Taft in 
his campaign 
for re-election 
must be seen to be believed. The 
hour Taft 
spent 
in 
this small, 
pleasant, rural town in southwestern 
Ohio gives some idea of the sort 
of campaign Taft is waging, all 
day, every day. 
The first thing you see as you 
enter the town is a large truck, 
patriotically draped in red, white 
and blue, drawn up in front of 
the main square. Gathered around 
the truck are perhaps two hundred 
and fifty people: students from the 
local schools, looking self-conscious­ 
ly serious; the high school band, 
magnificent in scarlet costumes; 
local businessmen (many of whom 
look as though they might be the 
candidate’s 
brother), 
and 
their 
wives; well-fed farmers from the 
flat rich land round about. 
As Taft appears, in the back seat 
of the open light blue limousine 
of a local Republican bigwig, there 
is a little whisper of interest, and 
some desultory clapping. There is 
nothing in the scene to suggest that 
great issues depend on the fate 
of this particular candidate—the 
future course 
of the Republican 
party, the direction of American 
foreign policy, see the success or 
failure of the Truman adminis­ 
tration’s 
alliance 
with organized 
labor, perhaps even the identity of 
the next President. 
The scene 
suggests, 
instead, a 
cheerful Sunday school outing, pre­ 
sided over by a 
rather irascible 
schoolmaster. Here, as in the United 
States Senate, there is between Sen­ 
ator Taft and his audience some­ 
thing of the relationship between 
teacher and taught. Taft mounts 
the truck, removes the wilted grey 
felt hat which appears to have been 
worn, and sat on, by generations of 
Tafts, and looks about him. You 
get the feeling that he is not g*ing 


to take any 
nonsense 
from 
his 
pupils. Then Taft smlies. 
Angry Man 
It is the charming smile of an 
essential shy man who does not 
smile easily. But it is the last smile 
his audience gets. There are no 
jokes, no casual chitchat in the 
speech which follows. It is a formal 
set speech, and a long one—too long, 
indeed, for a standing audience, 
and there are signs of restlessness 
before it ends. Yet on the whole, 
the people of Versailles listen at­ 
tentively. 
Senator Taft is no great shakes 
as an orator. But an audience will 
always listen to an angry man, and 
Senator Taft is clearly a very angry 
man indeed. When he has finished, 
there is certainly no wild excite­ 
ment, but there is obviously sym­ 
pathy and even some enthusiasm. 
With a rather 
limp 
hand, . Taf« 
acknowledges the clapping, and he 
is off to make much the same 
speech all over again, in the tiny 
town of Russia, some miles away. 
For ten weeks now, this scene 
has been repeated with minor vari­ 
ations, nine or ten times a day. 
With November 7 looming near, 
Taft is now making as many as 
fourteen speeches in a single day, 
exhausting whole platoons of as­ 
sistants 
and 
reporters. 
And the 
astonishing energy of Taft's cam­ 
paign—for which even his enemies 
admire him—has its significance. 
For Taft is “running scared.” 
There is one thing on which Taft 
and his mortal enemies, the labor 
leaders, agree. To balance the anti- 
Taft 
majority 
in 
the industrial 
centers, Taft must hold close to 
sixty percent of the predominantly 
Republican rural vote—and above 
all, the rural voters must be per­ 
suaded to go to the polls. This ex­ 
plains why Taft plans to campaign 
in every crossroad’s hamlet in Ohio 
before Election Day. 
No one in Ohio is making any 
predictions about the outcome of 
this election—the most crucial off- 
year election in many years. Bu* 


Investigation Of Korean 
Debacle Soon Is Possible

tenant Governor Hanley put his son 
on the state payroll and then drew 
most of the salary paid to his son. 
Any such violation would be a vio­ 
lation of New York State law. 
“This column interviewed Hanley 
and he admitted that his son Jim 
had been employed as an attorney 
for Meach, Harmon, Lytell, Black- 
more and Biff, an accounting firm, 
from April 1, 1939 to July 1, 1939 
while the firm was installing a new 
system of budgeting costs for New 
York alone. 
During that brief 
period young Hanley received $3,000. 
Of that amount $2,000 turned up in 
the bank account of his father. 
“I didn’t know the money had 
been put in my account,” Hanley 
told this column, “until I went to 
the bank to arrange a loan and they 
told me I didn’t need to borrow any 
money* since my son had deposited 
some to my account.” 
However, just as Governor Dewey 
began to strike pay dirt through his 
grand jury in Albany suddenly he 
called off the dogs. 
The grand 
jury proceedings wrere suspended. 
Likewise suspended in mid-air was 
an armed truce between the gover­ 
nor of New York and his lieutenant 
government. 
And the only thing that has 
brought them together has been 
the stark necessity of putting up a 
united front re the incriminating 
Hanley letter or else sinking in­ 
dividually. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 — When 
the elections are over and Congress 
reconvenes, there may be an inves­ 
tigation of the debacle in Korea. 
For while the United Nations for­ 
ces have been victorious and there 
has been brilliant maneuvering by 
all three of our armed services, the 
fact remains that more than 25,000 
casualties have been incurred—many 
of them needlessly. 
Among the politicians and some 
of the apologists for the administra­ 
tion, especially during a political 
campaign, the emphasis is placed 
on the victories and there is a de­ 
liberate tendency to try to make the 
people forget what happened before 
June 25th, when the Korean war 
broke out. 
Louis Johnson has been made the 
goat for the mistakes that led up to 
the debacle in Korea but he took 
the advice of the U. S. Joint Chiefs 
of Staff whose two-to-one vote sent 
virtually the entire American Navy 
into mothballs and grounded the U. 
S. Marines 8,000 miles away from 
the trouble areas of the Far East. 
The United States Navy’s fleet in 
being scuttled and despite the hur­ 
ry-up moves to get a semblance of 
a fleet into commission for the Kor­ 
ean affair, the fact remains today 
that, as a consequence of require­ 
ments in Korea the United States 
has no fighting fleet in the Atlantic 
and a mere fragment of a fleet in 
the Mediterranean. 
Who was responsible for scuttling 
the fleet in being? This is a vital 
question for the future because the 
reasons why two members of the U. 
S. Joint Chiefs of Staff voted as they 
did to advise Secretary Johnson to 
curtail these services have never 
been revealed. This does not involve 
military secrets—certainly not now. 
It involves blunders in judgment 
that should not be hushed up. 
The mothers and fathers and the 
families of the thousands killed in 
Korea and of the many more thou­ 
sands missing and probably dead 
and of the many thousands con­ 
demned to spend the rest of their 
lives as invalids get small comfort 
out of the tendency to gloss over 
the mistakes made. They are enti­ 
tled to the assurance that the sac­ 
rifices were not in vain and that the 
lessons taught by the blunders prior 
to June 25th have been taken to 
heart and that punishment will be 
neted out to those responsible for 
the blunders. 
Specifically the American people 
are entitled to the assurance that 
the men who made America's mili­ 
tary policy and made such a mess of 
it before June 25th are no longer in 
a position now to influence military 
policy. 
The biggest mistake of all those 
made before the Korean war broke 
out was made by those army and 
air force spokesmen who spread the 
falsehood that the navy or the m ar­ 


ine corps opposed unification. On 
the basis of that outcry the navy 
was punished and the air wings of 
the marine corps almost entirely 
abolished. 
The navy always has and always 
will favor integration. T hat’s exact­ 
ly what the so-called unification law 
provides and what Chairman Vin­ 
son of the House Armed Services 
committee and a unanimous com­ 
mittee behind him favors. Integra­ 
tion means letting each service re­ 
tain its specializations and func­ 
tions as outlined in the law subject 
only to over-all budget limitations. 
“Unification” thus far has meant 
allowing the heads to two armed 
services to decide what appropria­ 
tions the third shall have. 
The U. S. Air Force as an inde­ 
pendent service has come to stay. 
Its main function is strategic bomb­ 
ing. It no longer has to justify its 
right to independence. But the Kor­ 
ean war shows plainly that the air 
force blundered in failing to set up 
enough units to work constantly 
with ground forces. The army once 
had its ow’n tactical units. If within 
the independent air force a sizable 
tactical air command—to work flex­ 
ibly with ground troop divisions— 
is to be set up as planned now’, the 
question then arises why this wasn’t 
done before Korea and who was re­ 
sponsible for failing to provide the 
ground troops with the tactical air 
units they require, especially for 
night flying and varying weather 
conditions. It is superficial argu­ 
ment to say, as General Strate- 
meyer of the air force said in Tokyo 
recently, that America cannot plan 
its military policy hereafter on what 
happened in Korea because the en­ 
emy had virtually no air force there. 
The truth is that “model” war con­ 
ditions never occur and that the 
United States must plan its military 
policy to meet all kinds of condi­ 
tions and particularly must have in 
mind that the Pacific Ocean as w’ell 
as European waters will be sources 
of potential trouble for decades to 
come. 
Twenty-five thousand casualties 
is a lot of casualties for a so-called 
local w’ar. The Inchon landing W’on 
the victory but unless some com­ 
mittee of Congress finds out why 
there was no fleet or equipment in 
the Pacific in readinesf to make 
amphibious landings not in 90 days, 
but instantly .especially in a water- 
bound area like Korea, the true rea­ 
sons for the Korean debacle will 
never be revealed to the American 
people. If the building up of ade­ 
quate armament is the deterrent to 
aggression that is claimed for it 
nowadays, then the presence of ad­ 
equate air, army and navy strength 
in the Far East ready to fight could 
perhaps have prevented the Korean 
war altogether.

do not believe that I quite re­ 
alized w’hat the wars we have 
been in and the atom bomb 
have done to us until I attend­ 
ed a meeting of the Board of Trade 
of Washington, D. C. and listened to 
a calm businesslike discussion of 
preparations for the day of doom. 
It was all in the American man­ 
ner.

For here in this flat fertile land

And the great officials and 
the Senate watchdog committee, 
headed by Senator Brlen McMahon, 
who should have shouted the news 
of the theft from the housetops, 
tried to keep it all secret from their 
employers, the American people. 
So now our enemies have the 
bomb and we are organizing to take 
the consequences should they use 
it against us. 


But 
It all 
seems 
so un­ 
necessary. 
We 
have 
recently 
fought two wars to end all this; 
yet, it seems only to have start­ 
ed. So far as most Americans 
are concerned, those wars were 
distant and, unless one lost a 
son, remote from our homes 
and families. But this thing is 
right here at home and we are 
organizing for it. We hold meet­ 
ings and appoint committees. 


In contrast, let me quote from the 
new magazine, “The Freeman”: 
. Who helped to create the 
enormous power that now threatens 
to destroy us? Who sent Stalin $11,- 
000,000,000 of lend-lease, including 
tanks, planes, ships, munitions, en­ 
tire war factories—without daring 
to ask a single condition in return? 


“Who 
made 
the 
shocking 
agreements of Yalta, Teheran, 
and Potsdam? Who vetoed the 
wartime proposal to send Brit­ 
ish and American troops into 
the Balkans? Who permitted 
and encouraged Stalin to take 
over Estonia, Latvian Lithuania, 
Rumania, 
Bulgaria, 
Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia, Poland? Who— 
both by omission and commis­ 
sion—helped to turr. China over 
to th© Communists? Who tried 
to force Chiang Kai-Shek to 
take into his government the 
very communists who were de­ 
termined to destroy him? Who 
was so eager to ‘share’ the 
secret of the atomic bomb with 
Stalin? W’ho proposed that we 
pour still more billions of the 
American taxpayers’ money into 
Russia, on the argument that it 
would appease Stalin if we en­ 
abled him to build up his mili­ 
tary machine still further? W’ho 
allowed our federal departments 
to be infiltrated with Commun­ 
ist spies who turned our mili­ 
tary secrets over to Russia? 
W’ho ridiculed as a *red herring’ 
ail serious efforts to uncover 
these spies?. . .”

Ahead With Television 


T here ought now to be no fu rth er governm ental 
obstacle to the extension of television to the rest of 
the nation. The licensing of new stations has been 
held up pending the end of the long wrangle over 
color television; th a t now has been ended as far as 
the Federal Com m unications Commission is concerned. 
It can now tu rn its attention back to the m atter of 
new station licenses. 
Action may not be im m ediate, however. The FCC 
choice of*h color system upsets, am ong other things, 
the present plan of channel allocations. There m ight 
be nothing to prevent the im m ediate issuance of such 
licenses as m ay be accomodated in the present band, 
since it probably will be reserved for black-and-w hite 
service. B ut it may be too m uch to expect th a t such 
a procedure will be followed while the FCC wrestles 
w ith channel allocations in the higher band in which 
expansion is to take place. 
Receiver m anufacturers estim ate th a t television 
broadcasts now are available to about sixty per cent 
of th e population. The distribution is in a crazy-quilt 
p attern w ith no rhym e or reason because the issuance 
of licenses was simply frozen where it happened to be 
a t the m om ent two years ago when the FCC decided 
to consider additional channel allocations. If present 
available channels were put to full use television on 
present standards could be m ade available every­ 
where. Development of cables and radio relay systems 
Is taking chain program s to a rapidly spreading area. 
The im pact which television has had on sixty per cent 
of the population m ay soon be felt by the rest. 
As to color, the present situation does not Justify 
a prediction of speedy development. The industry is 
far from persuaded th a t the color system approved 
by the FCC is the one which will prevail. A substantial 
audience for color broadcasts seems far in the future, 
and until there is an audience com mercial develop­ 
m ent also will lack radio’s next m ost vital participant 
—the sponsor. 


Little Man Will Pay 
- One of the toughest problem s th e adm inistration 
faces is to discover th e source of $10,000,000,000 in 
new taxes to finance th e defense program . Congress 
wrestled w ith the problem up to the m inute of 
adjournm ent w ithout finding the solution. 
M any of the governm ent planners are looking in 
th e direction of excess profits levies, in an effort to 
give the im pression to m illions of voters th a t profits 
taxes are paid by the so-called rich and do not come 
o u t'o f the pockets of th e “people.” 
All realistic facts in business disprove th a t claim. 
W hen a corporation m akes its plans and arranges its 
cast sheets and other details of operation necessary 
to survival, it lists taxes as one of the principal Items. 
Taxes are not paid out of some m ythical surplus funds, 
but are lum ped w ith other item s of cost and added 
to the selling price of the commodity, to be paid 
ultim ately by the consumer. These taxes are no less 
real because they m ay be invisible to m any eyes. 
W hatever new levies are m ade will affect the 
little m an regardless of the form they m ay take. Be­ 
cause revenue can be obtained quickly and directly 
from people of small m eans, through deductions from 
Incomes, the bulk will continue to come from th a t 
source. 
A more realistic m ethod of financing the pre­ 
paredness program would be to elim inate needless 
waste, which continues to suck billions of dollars 
down a political rathole.

The Loafer Problem 
W hile the governm ent is scurrying about trying 
to find enough m en to m eet m ilitary quotas w ithout 
disrupting the nation’s economy, and industry is 
seeking more workers, both are discovering the u n -# 
pleasant fact th a t the ranks of the loafers have not 
dim inished through th e years. 
In fact, under present governm ental practices, 
aided by the benefits of social welfare, th e num ber 
of m alingerers has increased. 
W orkers are needed on the farm s and in the 
factories, yet there is no response from m en to \>e 
found In every com m unity who seem to have no 
visible m eans of support, and who spend their tim e 
in idleness. 
Frequently the com m ent Is heard: 
“P ut ’em in 
the Army.” But loafers are no more useful in the Army 
than in civilian jobs. The loafer Is a total loss in any 
field of endeavor. He has no training in any skill, he 
accepts no responsibility for his personal welfare and 
Is simply an encum brance on the fringe of society, 
existing upon the labor of others. 
M any find security under th e liberal provisions 
of social welfare. Unemployment rolls probably con­ 
tain the nam es of m any who exploit th a t setup for 
unjustified handouts. These rem ain the hum an debris 
in the current of life, of no use to themselves or to 
th e com m unities burdened with them . 


Mack Retires 
It Is not difficult to realize th a t it was hard for 
’-'nnie Mack to decide to retire as m anager of the 
'hodelphia Athletics. He organized this big league 
-''boll team 50 years ago and has been running it 
— since. W ith it he won nine pennants and five 
/"'rid cham pionships. 
In its ranks and under his direction have been 
some of the greatest players of all time. B ut it is 
better for him and the team th a t the separation should 
come now. There is a trem endous rebuilding job to 
be done in Philadelphia and, in the exacting and 
highly com petitive sport of baseball, this is no task 
for an old man. 
Mr. Mack always has been a credit to baseball. 
TO him the followers of the sport everywhere owe a 
debt of gratitude.

Sh! You'll Wake The Baby 
N 


OISE is nerve wracking and 
is a terrible price to pay for 
our present civilization. But 
the situation is not hopeless 
and if all of us were willing to co­ 
operate by creating less din, our 
communities would be far more 
pleasant to live in. Improvements 
along this line require attention to 
details at home, at work, and on 
the road. 
The individual is responsible for 
much of the everyday racket. This 
cannot be appreciated unless we at­ 
tempt to analyze the source of the 
hubbub. Mrs. Brown, for example, 
contributes because she talks loud 
enough to be heard in four coun­ 
ties. Her family plays the radio, 
phonogram or television 
at full 
blast as if they had to supply music 
for the entire neighborhood. Roger 
is a nice kid but we all wTish he 
would get the muffler on his hotrod 
repaired and stop racing his motor 
to impress others with its power. 


And there is the fellow whose 
motor needs tuning so that the 
engine won’t backfire. We can hear 
him a mile away when he halts at 
the stop sign on Main Street. He 
should get his brakes repaired since 
squealing is for pigs and not mach­ 
ines. Needless horn blowing is an­ 
other pet peeve. The boy who gives 
a toot or two when he leaves his 
friends is only half as annoying as 
the jerk who leans on his horn to 
signal his arrival because he Is too 
lazy to get out and ring the door­ 
bell. These drivers also prefer the 
horn to their brakes and, instead of 
slowing down or stopping, honk for 
everyone to get out of their way. 
Blaring radios from parked cars at 
night also prove disturbing, as well 
as the chatter and harmonizing of 
convivial late homecomers. Individ­ 
ually the man, woman, or child may 
not be making much noise but when 
the sounds are multiplied the total 
assumes alarming proportions. 
Factories, business offices, and 
transportation facilities also con­ 
tribute to the din. But this too can 
be reduced provided each group de­ 
cides to do something about it. 
Sound absorbent building material 
is probably the most effective weap­ 
on we have. Soundproofing the walls 
and ceilings will trap sound waves 
instead of permitting them to be 
reflected. Covering the floors with 
cork or a similar substance also of 
value. 


Isolating machinery by the use of 
resilient or felt pads helps to elim­ 
inate noise that stems from struc­ 
tural 
vibrations. 
Obviously, 
this 
would be expensive to build into old 
and well established plants but 
should be considered when new 
equipment or replacement of worn 
and obsolete machinery is needed. 
In addition, hand and motor trucks 
that carry materials indoor should 
be equipped with rubber tires. 
If noise cannot be reduced the 
workers will benefit from the use 
of ear stoppers. Ordinary cotton 
mixed with petroleum jelly will shut 
out from 15 to 20 decibels of sound. 
This 
helps 
qpnsiderably 
because 
many studies have proved that ex­ 
cessive noise has a deleterious effect 
on the health and working ability 
of the employe. Furthermore, the 
amount of money paid for noise in 
terms of health, comfort, and effi­ 
ciency is amply described in the 
slogan, “A dollar a noise.” 
TOMORROW: Adequate lighting 
in schoolrooms, offices, and fact­ 
ories.

BUSY DAYS FOR THE LIFEGUARD 
Investigation Of Korean 
Debacle Soon Is Possible

The Washington Merry-Go-Round ------ 


Long-Range View Of Politics Often Clarifying; Big-Money Boys' Political Influ­ 


ence Decried; Merry-Go-Round Revealed Hanley-Dewey Story Months Ago

PORTLAND, Ore. — Sometimes 
politics looks a little clearer when 
you get off and take a long-range 
view of it. 
At any rate, I have been taking 
a bird’s-eye view of all the rumpus 
kicked up in New York over the 
question of how Governor Dewey 
inveigled, enticed or “bribed” Lt. 
Gov. Joe Hanley out of the gover­ 
norship race. 
And it seems to me 
that my colleagues of the press back 
East are missing a big part of the 
story. 
The story really began about the 
last week in August when Winthrop 
Aldrich of the Chase National Bank 
telephone his brother-in-law, John 
D. Rockefeller Jr., at Bar Harbor, 
Maine, asking his help in getting 
Lt. Gov. Hanley out of the race for 
governor. 
This was before Dewey 
got into the picture. 
And the moral to the whole story 
is that when you get the big-money 
boys into politics something always 
smells. 
The story is all in the back files 
of the Washington Merry-Go-Round 
and since the politicos are still gasp­ 
ing for breath over it maybe the 
details are worth retelling now. 
Tile story began last August 31 
as follows: “Powerful! efforts w’ere 
made over the weekend to persuade 
Lt. Gov. Joe Hanley to withdraw 
from the race for governor in favor 
of Tom Dewey. 
“Winthrop Aldrich, head of the 
Chase bank, conferred in Bar Har­ 
bor with his brother-in-law. John 
D. Rockefeller, and together they 
telephoned Roy Howard, head of 
the Scripps-Howard newspapers and 
a powerful Dewey backer. 
They 
also phoned Frank Gannett, head 
of the Ganett newspaper chain and 
asked him to come to New York 
immediately. 
Gannett was reach­ 
ed on his yacht on Lake Ontario 
and flew to New York in his private 
plane for lunch with Aldrich. With 
him went Carl Hallennauer of the 
Bausch and Lomb Optical Company. 
Meanwhile, Roy Howard promised 
to write an editorial in the New 
York World-Telegram urging that 
Governor Dewey be drafted for a 
third term.” 
In other words the Wall Street 
boys, not Tom Dewey, made the first 
move to entice Hanley out of the 
running. 
Publisher Gannett in­ 
cidentally 
would 
not 
go 
along. 
Though he lunched with Aldrich 
at the Chase bank, he refused to 
plump for Dewey. 
Next chapter in this political story 
was told in the Merry-Go-Round 
on September 8 as follows: 
“Deweyite pressure on Lt. Gov. 
Joe Hanley to withdraw from the 
New York gubernatorial race was 
so intense Friday night that for a 
time Hanley lost the use of his one 
good eye.” 
In his now famous letter to 
Kingsland 
Macy 
telling 
of 
the 
financial 
guarantees 
made 
him, 
Hanley also tells how’ he is fearful 
of going blind. 
.“Seventy-four years old, Hanley 
has one glass eye while the other eye 
is not strong,” the Merry-Go-Round 
continued. 
“Therefore, when sub­ 
jected to terrific pressure to with 
draw’ in favor of Dewey he lost his 
sight completely. 
On the Saturday 
and Sunday following the visit with 
Dewey’s friends, Hanley was not 
able to recognize anyone except by 
voice. 
“On Monday sufficient rest had 
restored his vision. 
During the 
conference with Dewey and friends 
neither Frank Gannett nor Norman 
Gould of the Gould Pump Co. were 
unable to reach him. 
It was they 
who helped raise the kitty to pay 
up Hanley’s $30,000 debts but even 


they could not get to their man 
during the crucial conference which 
'drafted* Dewey. 
Most interesting 
fact was that Dewey was anything 
but drafted.” 
Third chapter was the actual 
terms of the pay-off to Hanley to 
run for the U. S. Senate instead of 
governor. . This was published in 
the Washington Merry-Go-Round 
September 13, namely, that Hanley, 
if defeated for the Senate, would 
be appointed to the New York Thru­ 
way Commission at $15,000 and also 
be made vice president of an oil 
company at $15,000 annually. 
“Friends in the Dewey camp have 
also promised to repay the $30,000 
which Kingsland Macy, Frank Gan­ 
nett and Norman Gould put up to 
pay off Hanley’s debts” quoted 
W.M.G.R. on September 13. 
However, the full story of Hanley 
and Dew’ey goes back evfen further, 
to when Governor Dewey conducted 
a grand jury investigation of Lt. 
Gov. Hanley 
and other Albany 
legislators—then suddenly called off 
the grand jury. 
Since then Dewey 
and Hanley have been friends only 
on the surface. 
Since then also 
Hanley has been struggling to pay 
off his indebtedness. 
The facts 
were never published in the New 
York newspapers but here is the 
account carried in the Merry-Go- 
Round six years ago—Oct. 31, 1944. 
“An Albany grand jury was sched­ 
uled to probe a charge that Lieu­ 


tenant Governor Hanley put his son 
on the state payroll and then drew 
most of the salary paid to his son. 
Any such violation would be a vio­ 
lation of New York State law. 
“Tliis column interviewed Hanley 
and he admitted that his son Jim 
had been employed as an attorney 
for Meach, Harmon, Lytell, Black- 
more and Biff, an accounting firm, 
from April I, 1939 to July I, 1939 
while the firm was installing a new 
system of budgeting costs for New 
York alone. 
During that brief 
period young Hanley received $3,000. 
Of that amount $2,000 turned up in 
the bank account of his father. 
“I didn’t know the money had 
been put in my account,” Hanley 
told this column, “until I went to 
the bank to arrange a loan and they 
told me I didn’t need to borrow any 
money? since my son had deposited 
some to my account.” 
However, just as Governor Dewey 
began to strike pay dirt through his 
grand jury in Albany suddenly he 
called off the dogs. 
The grand 
jury proceedings were suspended. 
Likewise suspended in mid-air was 
an armed truce between the gover­ 
nor of New York and his lieutenant 
government. 
And the only thing that has 
brought them together has been 
the stark necessity of putting up a 
united front re the incriminating 
Hanley letter or else sinking in­ 
dividually.

Taft At The Hustings

HE energy and endurance dis­ 
played by the sixty-two-year 
old Senator Robert A. Taft in 
his campaign 
for re-election 
must be seen to be believed. The 
hour Taft

in 
this small, 
pleasant, rural town in southwestern 
Ohio gives some idea of the sort 
of campaign Taft is waging, all 
day, every day. 
The first thing you see as you 
enter the town is a large truck, 
patriotically draped in red, white 
and blue, drawn up in front of 
the main square. Gathered around 
the truck are perhaps two hundred 
and fifty people: students from the 
local schools, looking self-conscious­ 
ly serious; the high school band, 
magnificent in scarlet costumes; 
local businessmen (many of whom 
look as though they might be the 
candidate’s 
brother), 
and 
their 
wives; well-fed farmers from the 
flat rich land round about. 
As Taft appears, in the back seat 
of the open light blue limousine 
of a local Republican bigwig, there 
is a little whisper of interest, and 
some desultory clapping. There is 
nothing in the scene to suggest that 
great issues depend on the fate 
of this particular candidate—the 
future course of the Republican 
party, the direction of American 
foreign policy, see the success or 
failure of the Truman adminis­ 
tration’s 
alliance 
with organized 
labor, perhaps even the identity of 
the next President. 
The scene suggests, instead, a 
cheerful Sunday school outing, pre­ 
sided over by a rather irascible 
schoolmaster. Here, as in the United 
States Senate, there is between Sen­ 
ator Taft and his audience some­ 
thing of the relationship between 
teacher and taught. Taft mounts 
the truck, removes the wilted grey 
felt hat w’hich appears to have been 
worn, and sat on, by generations of 
Tafts, and looks about him. You 
get the feeling that he is not gting

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 — When 
the elections are over and Congress 
reconvenes, there may be an inves­ 
tigation of the debacle in Korea. 
For while the United Nations for­ 
ces have been victorious and there 
has been brilliant maneuvering by 
all three of our armed services, the 
fact remains that more than 25,000 
casualties have been incurred—many 
of them needlessly. 
Among the politicians and some 
of the apologists for the administra­ 
tion, especially during a political 
campaign, the emphasis is placed 
on the victories and there is a de­ 
liberate tendency to try to make the 
people forget what happened before 
June 25th, when the Korean war 
broke out. 
Louis Johnson has been made the 
goat for the mistakes that led up to 
the debacle in Korea but he took 
the advice of the U. S. Joint Chiefs 
of Staff whose two-to-one vote sent 
virtually the entire American Navy 
into mothballs and grounded the U. 
S. Marines 8,000 miles away from 
the trouble areas of the Far East. 
The United States Navy’s fleet in 
being scuttled and despite the hur­ 
ry-up moves to get a semblance of 
a fleet into commission for the Kor­ 
ean affair, the fact remains today 
that, as a consequence of require­ 
ments in Korea the United States 
has no fighting fleet in the Atlantic 
and a mere fragment of a fleet in 
the Mediterranean. 
Who was responsible for scuttling 
the fleet in being? This is a vital 
question for the future because the 
reasons why two members of the U. 
S. Joint Chiefs of Staff voted as they 
did to advise Secretary Johnson to 
curtail these services have never 
been revealed. This does not involve 
military secrets—certainly not now. 
It involves blunders in judgment 
that should not be hushed up. 
The mothers and fathers and the 
families of the thousands killed in 
Korea and of the many more thou­ 
sands missing and probably dead 
and of the many thousands con­ 
demned to spend the rest of their 
lives as invalids get small comfort 
out of the tendency to gloss over 
the mistakes made. They are enti­ 
tled to the assurance that the sac­ 
rifices were not in vain and that the 
lessons taught by the blunders prior 
to June 25th have been taken to 
heart and that punishment will be 
neted out to those responsible for 
the blunders. 
Specifically the American people 
are entitled to the assurance that 
the men who made America’s mili­ 
tary policy and made such a mess of 
it before June 25th are no longer in 
a position now to influence military 
policy. 
The biggest mistake of all those 
made before the Korean war broke 
out was made by those army and 
air force spokesmen who spread the 
falsehood that the navy or the mar­ 


ine corps opposed unification. On 
the basis of that outcry the navy 
was punished and the air wings of 
the marine corps almost entirely 
abolished. 
The navy always has and always 
will favor integration. That’s exact­ 
ly what the so-called unification law 
provides and what Chairman Vin­ 
son of the House Armed Services 
committee and a unanimous com­ 
mittee behind him favors. Integra­ 
tion means letting each service re­ 
tain its specializations and func­ 
tions as outlined in the law subject 
only to over-all budget limitations. 
“Unification” thus far has meant 
allowing the heads to two armed 
services to decide what appropria­ 
tions the third shall have. 
The U. S. Air Force as an inde­ 
pendent service has come to stay. 
Its main function is strategic bomb­ 
ing. It no longer has to justify its 
right to independence. But the Kor­ 
ean war shows plainly that the air 
force blundered in failing to set up 
enough units to work constantly 
with ground forces. The army once 
had its own tactical units. If within 
the independent air force a sizable 
tactical air command—to work flex­ 
ibly with ground troop divisions— 
is to be set up as planned now, the 
question then arises why this wasn’t 
done before Korea and who was re­ 
sponsible for failing to provide the 
ground troops with the tactical air 
units they require, especially for 
night flying and varying weather 
conditions. It is superficial argu­ 
ment to say, as General Strate- 
rneyer of the air force said in Tokyo 
recently, that America cannot plan 
its military policy hereafter on what 
happened in Korea because the en­ 
emy had virtually no air force there. 
The truth is that “model” war con­ 
ditions never occur and that the 
United States must plan its military 
policy to meet all kinds of condi­ 
tions and particularly must have in 
mind that the Pacific Ocean as well 
as European waters will be sources 
of potential trouble for decades to 
come. 
Twenty-five thousand casualties 
is a lot of casualties for a so-called 
local war. The Inchon landing won
